Enthusiasm amongst the guests at the 
1934 Dutchess County Fair was indicated by 
the crowds around the Judging ring from 
early morning till late in the evening to 
study the allotment of prizes by Professor 
W. B. Young, Storrs, Connecticut, in steer 
and breeding classes, where rivalry amongst 
exhibitors was keen. 

4-H Steers 

In the 4-H exhibit of steers under the 
able supervision of County Club Agent, H. 
H. Tozier, there was plenty of competition 
not only amongst themselves but in the open 
classes they made it a bit difficult for all 
contestants. It fell to the lot of Fred Pull- 
ing, Jr., of Arthursburg, to put his Junior 
yearling steer, Briarcliff Laddie 137th, in 
the blue ribbon position in the heavy weight 
class. This was a real win for Fred as his 
steer was forced to the limit to beat Rose 
Grassi’s “Joe” that was actually a bit 
thicker and nearer the ground but lacked 
some in smoothness. After this tussle had 
been completed the medium weight steers, 
sixteen in number, were ushered in line, the 
best class of 4-H Club steers from end to 
end that has been the writer’s privilege to 


see in years. Every one a good one! The 
head of the line was started with Moncure 
Way’s Briarcliff Laddie 130th, a real one 
from every standpoint but closely followed 
by Roberta Northrup’s Briarcliff Laddie 
109th that is about as nice to the touch as 
could be asked for, a bit more finish being 
required to make him a real topper. 

In the light weight class Louise Hedges 
had a nugget in first place with Rose Grassi 
and Francis Kelly close up. 

The Champion award went to Fred Pull- 
ing’s heavy weight steer, thereby carrying 
with it the Purina Mills Cup annually award- 
ed to the Champion by the Purina Mills of 
St. Louis and presented by Mr. Malcolm 
Graham of Poughkeepsie, District Sales 
Manager. Reserve Champion was awarded to 
Moncure Way’s medium weight steer, High- 
ly Commended to Rose Grassi’s heavy 
weight and commended to Roberta North-

Open Class Steers 

Here the Junior members joined the 
breeders in the age classification. Thirteen 
real Junior yearling steers appeared, every 
fellow out to make the show of his career. 
Briarcliff Quality and Briarcliff Burgess 
Prime were first and second, Fred Pulling’s 
Champion 4-H steer was third and Rose 
Grassi’s heavy weight was fourth, Senator 
Bontecou’s thick fleshed steers were fifth 
and seventh and Mr. Baker sixth. 

In the summer yearlings Professor Young 
had occasion to be bothered a bit between 
his first and second placings. Briarcliff 
Style and Briarcliff Aristocrat made a bit 
of a tussle; they were this way and that 
way but finally Arristocrat “stuck” at the 
top and Style was second. Moncure Way’s 
reserve Champion 4-H steer was third and 
Mr. Baker’s great thick steer was fourth. 

In calf class Wee Briarcliff had to be 
proud with a blue because no competition 
was in sight. 

The Grand Champion steer was Briar- 
cliff Aristocrat.

The 18th annual Eastern States Exposi- 
tion opened it’s gates Sunday to a near 
record crowd. Over 45,000 attended to 
share with the governors of the 10 north 
Atlantic states, the festive pageantry of 
this great show. Only two years have open- 
ing days been larger. Monday was chil- 
dren’s day and even a torrential rain could 
not dampen the spirit or activity of the 
youths of this section. 

On children’s day one naturally turns to 
the activities of the 4-H Club boys and 
girls. The building housing the exhibits of 
the beef calf club was a mighty busy place. 
Prof. D. J. Kays, Ohio State University, 
had been invited to make the ratings again 
this year and his placings and reasons on 
his classes met with a general approval. 

Best Club Show. 

There were 99 calves entered in this 
year’s exhibition, only a half dozen short of 
last year’s record entry. The quality of the 
show this season was the best that has been 
displayed here and there were fewer tail 
end cattle than have ever been led out in 
one of these shows. 

There were 34 Hereford steers, 65 Aber- 
deen-Angus bullocks, led before the judge 
and seven Shorthorn steers made the first 
display this breed has had here for some 
time. 

Tops in each class were easy winners and 
the lineup for championship brought out 
some of the best quality that has been dis- 
played at any show held this season. 

Dutchess County to the Fore. 

Last year Dutchess county, N. Y., set a 
record of exhibiting all of the champion 
steers, a record that will be hard to equal. 
However, this year the champion, reserve 
champion, highly commended and commend- 
ed steer were all bred in this county and 
the first three were exhibited by boys and 
girls from this county that were making 
their first shows in calf club competition.

The supreme honor went to 12 year old 
Moncure Way, Stormville. His Aberdeen- 
Angus calf was the winner in a class of 39 
heavyweight steers. He won easily the 
class of the entire show, and is one of the 
thickest fleshed steers that has been made 
a champion at this show. This calf was 
reserve champion at the Dutchess county 
fair last week. He was bred at Briarcliff 
Farms, Pine Plains, and was sired by Briar- 
cliff Echo by Faultless Pass. The calf 
weighed 320 pounds at the start of his club 
trial and came into the ring tipping 990 
pounds. 

The Reserve Champion went to 10 year 
old Louise Potter, Millbrook. This calf car- 
ries much the same blood lines as the Cham- 
pion, being sired by a son of Envidon of 
Glencarnock by Faultless Pass, owned by 
the Dinsmore Estate, Staatsburg. He is a 
calf very true in his lines and his even 
covering gained him the place over the 
highly commended steer. The third winner 
went to another Dutchess County girl 
Louis Hedges, Pine Plains, another young- 
ster making her first exhibition in Club 
work. Someone mentioned this looked like 
beginner’s luck, but it took three mighty 
sweet steers to turn the trick. 

Lee Jenks, Feeding Hills, Mass., proved 
his right to the title of champion fitter and 
showman, he won here last year when he 
took a tidy youngster through to the com- 
mended honors. He had a close rub from a 
Hereford steer that had won the heavy sec- 
tion for this breed. However, the judge 
preferred the trim middle and firm flesh of 
the Jenk’s steer and the Aberdeen-Angus 
entries made another clean sweep of the 
championships.

Baby Beef Show Find Doddie Bullocks Big Winners

It was interesting to note that in the 
heavy Aberdeen-Angus class the first 10 
prize winners were all shown by Dutchess 
County boys and girls. Mr. Oakleigh 
Thorne, Pine Plains, offers a trophy to the 
winner of the county group of five steers. 
This is the second trophy this breeder has 
offered. Last year Dutchess County won 
permanent possession of the first trophy 
heading this group three times. This year 
they won the first leg on the new award. 
They placed first, second and fifth with 
groups of Aberdeen-Angus. Hampden 
County, Mass., was third with a group of 
one Shorthorn, one Aberdeen-Angus and 
three Herefords. Connecticut stood next 
with a group of Herefords and Berkshire 
county had two Shorthorns and three Here- 
fords in the group next in line. All of the 
champion steers were fed about the same 
ration, consisting of cracked corn, bran, 
ground oats and Purina steer Fatena. 

Breeder Groups Close. 

The breeder group of five steers shown 
in the yards has been one of the high spots 
of the steer show. The championship in this 
section for the past four years has gone to 
Briarcliff Farms. This year this herd had 
no entry, but every one of the five winners 
were sired by Briarcliff bred bulls or out of 
females bred at this farm. 

A more uniform lot of groups were lined 
up for this year’s display. There was little 
to choose between the fleshing of the top 
three groups. The winner went to Home- 
stead Farms, Stormville, N. Y., owned by 
Henry Jackson and Mrs. Adrianna Tucker. 
Second went to Senator Bontecou’s group 
from Millbrook. Third went to Mr. and 
Mrs. Dean Bedford, Fox Hill Farm, Fall- 
ston, Maryland. Fourth went to John H.

Will be a Big Day at Aledo, Illinois 


Attention of Journal readers is directed 
to the forthcoming fall sale to be held by 
the Mercer County Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
rs Association, at Aledo, Illinois, on Thurs- 
day October 11th, 1934 in the sale pavil- 
lion at the fair grounds. 

Mercer county has long been known as 
the hot bed for Aberdeen-Angus cattle of 
the highest quality and breeding, and well 
it has earned that reputation for no expense 
has been spared in the past to bring into 
the county herds any new bloodlines that 
made a satisfactory record either in the 
show yard or the breeding pens. From the 
modest beginning, about the time that the 
American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Associ- 
ation was organized, the adherents have 
grown until some eighty herds of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle are to be found in 
that county. Besides there are hosts of 
high grade herds resulting from the use of 
the bulls produced in the pure bred herds. 

The Mercer county boys are a loyal bunch 
and work together for the good of the breed 
It has been their custom to dispose of a 
portion of their annual surplus through these 
well organized sales. Upon the occasion 
just at hand there is catalogued an even 
dozen bulls, many of them suitable to head 
the most fashionably bred herd in all the 
land. Fifty-six females are also listed— 
and they represent the best that these gen- 
tlemen have been able to produce in their 
combined herds.

orters of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
ora 0 pleased with the display made 
at the New York State Fair, the week of 
September Ist to 8th, at Syracuse, when a 
splendid array of breeding cattle and steers 
paraded before the judge. Secretary Rob- 
ert B. Hinman, of the Eastern States Aber- 
deen-Angus Breeders Association is In a 
large measure responsible for the success 
of this show. When asked for a few remarks 
concerning the show this is what he had to 
say: ’ 
We have just finished another very fine 
Aberdeen-Angus show in connection with 
our State Fair at Syracuse. In addition te 
our regular exhibitors who are nearly al- 
ways with us and give us their support, 
such as Briarcliff Farms at Pine Plains, 
New York, and C. C. Taylor of Lawtons, 
New York, we also had with us this year G. 
H. June of Greenwich, Ohio, and E. H. 
Hutchinson and Son of Xenia, Ohio, to help 
us swell our number. Also for the first 
time in the history of the institution, the 
New York State College of Agriculture was 
able to exhibit and was on hand with two 
heifer calves of their own breeding. The 
show was indeed one of the most creditable 
that the New York State Fair has yet wit- 
nessed. While Briarcliff Farms has not 
made a western circuit this summer, they 
have on hand some _ splendid individuals 
which will be heard from at least at our 
International Exposition which is to be held 
in Chicago in December. Their splendid 
bull Briarcliff Blackmere the 2nd was again 
grand champion of his sex and they were 
also able to win grand champion on their 
splendid females. Nearly every class had 
at least a half dozen really good ones, and 
iu some cases the work of Mr. P. C. Mac- 
Kenzie of Penn State College, who handed 
out ribbons, was a bit strenuous for a few 
moments. May I say in passing that Mr. 
MacKenzie again gave complete satisfaction 
by his work, and showed that he likes the 
low-down, thick-set, meaty kind with good 
head and with good hind legs. 

“Also for the first time this year there 

was held a show and sale of 4-H Club Baby 
Beeves. While the grand champion of this 
4-H Club section was a Hereford, the re- 
serve grand champion was a pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bred by Mr. Lee Colton, of 
Geneva, New York, and the commended 
steer was also a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
from the same herd. In every case but one 
the boys who showed Aberdeen-Angus 
calves were in the calf feeding business for 
their first year, and I can assure you that 
in competition with boys and girls who had 
previously fitted calves for club work in 
their own counties, these boys and girls 
made an excellent showing. 
_ “I think there is also great cause for sat- 
isfaction in the fact that although this is 
our first 4-H Club Baby Beef Sale, and 
though nothing in the line of sensational 
prices whatever were obtained, our average 
over all was slightly above twelve cents per 
pound. When you considered that about 
one half of these calves were stockyard 
calves, and the whole group in the main, 
showed the lack of finish and experience, I 
feel that there is considerable call for re- 
Joicing so far as the camp of the New York 
State Baby Beef Club is concerned. 


It may interest the readers to know that 
last night we started another new Aber- 
deen-Angus breeder in this state. Mr. Paul 
Kinne, of Ovid, New York, purchased two 
bred heifers, daughters of Briarcliff Elban 
and bred to our own herd bull here at Col- 
lege, Briarcliff Barbarian 7th. In addition 
he purchased a heifer calf, also a daughter 
of Briarcliff Barbarian 7th, and out of a 
daughter of Envidon. We feel that with 
these three heifers as the nucleus of his 
herd, and there is a possibility that he may 
further pick up some older females, Mr. 
Kinne is on the high road to success, and 
we are very glad to have him join the rest 
in the ever growing Aberdeen-Angus fra- 
ternity.” 

At the annual meeting of the Eastern 
States Association Secretary Hinman made 
an exhaustive report of his year’s work 
from which report we take pleasure in pre- 
senting a few excerpts indicating that the 
wind is Aberdeen-Angusward in the East 
and especially in good old New York. 

“At the outset your secretary wishes to 
state that never before has he received such 
cooperation and help from breeders of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle in New York State as 
he has received this past year. * * * 

“It seems to me that this association nev- 
er faced the time when there was a greater 
call and greater opportunity for good beef 
cattle here in New York State than there is 
right now. And when I say New York 
State, I mean particularly the breeders of 
good cattle in the areas of this particular 
state. I am not unmindful of course of the 
meat trade which is carried on through our 
railways and our large packing plants, be- 
tween the corn belt and middle western 
growers and the great consumption area 
of New York City and the outlying areas. 
This is another story and I do not wish to 
dwell upon it now, but I mean what I say, 
directly as it applies to the various breed- 
ers of beef cattle within this state. I have 
spent some time in personal conference with 
the meat buyers of several of our large 
eastern packing houses. Last week, for in- 
stance, I was assured by the cattle buyers 
of the Jacob Dold Company of Buffalo, 
New York, that they were very anxious to 
obtain New York State bred and fed cattle. 
I have it on the authority of one of the 
buyers that they are prepared to pay a 
premium for cattle bred and fed within this 
state, because of their high dressing per- 
centage and their value on the block. * * * 

“At a recent conference under the aus- 
pices of the National Live Stock and Meat 
Board in Chicago, I made it my business to 
stir around among the representatives from 
the various cooperative stations who hap- 
pened to be there. Without exception they 
stressed the fact that while many low-grade 
cattle are now finding their way to chan- 
nels of consumption, there will be fewer 
cattle left back home, and there will be a 
market thirst for high-grade cattle of good 
finish. I think the way the market is mov- 
ing right now is proof-positive that this 
was the truth. I know that the present 
price of grain is going up too. Where one 
has to buy in large quantities of such feed, 
it possibly will prove expensive. Here again 
the man who is producing much of his own 


feed on his own farm stands to gain in that 
very materially. * * * 

“Your secretary wishes to report that 
there are breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle in Allegany, Cattaraugus, Cayuga, Cort- 
land, Duchess, Erie, Madison, Ontario, Otse- 
go, Tompkins, Wayne and Wyoming coun- 
ties. He has rather carefully checked up on 
the breeding females in these various coun- 
ties, where he realizes fully how unreliable 
much of our data is and has been. Exclud- 
ing 1934 calves and all steers and all bulls, 
excluding farms on which is kept one bull 
for crossing with dairy or grade beef stock, 
he wishes to report that according to his 
books, there are 2,341 Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding females in New York State at the 
present time. I will not worry you now 
with the number which is in each count 
except to say that Dutchess is in the lead, 
as you might expect, but Erie, Ontario and 
Wyoming counties all report well over 100 
breeding females, Ontario reporting over 
200 and Erie County over 400. I wonder if 
this in itself is not acause for real 
rejoicing so far as the efforts of this asso- 
ciation are concerned. 

“Never before has your secretary had im- 
pressed upon him to the same extent the 
importance of good sires. Too often have I 
found breeders who are saving just “good 
bull calves” from their own herd and are 
continuing this type of ill-advised inbreed- 
ing. For instance, one of our good breeders 
reports that he used to raise black cattle 
without horns but since purchasing a cer- 
tain bull he has been breeding Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. This expresses in his own 
words better than I can phrase it just what 
I would wish to call to the attention of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders now. We have heard 
the expression for some time that the bull 
is half the herd, but upon what I have seen 
among the calves sired by the various Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls in this state. I would 
not for the world be interpreted as suggest- 
ing to any of you just how you should run 
your own business, but if you are ever in 
any doubt as to the question of the extra 
fifty dollars when it comes to purchasing a 
bull, remember that if you are producing 
twenty-five calves, all that requires is two 
dollars more per calf to pay for this differ- 
ence, and you will get that from the steers 
alone, not to mention the added value which 
your young females will reach.”

Large Crowd Attends Gladwin Sale. 

A crowd of between 700 and 800 people 
were in attendance at the recent Gladwin 
Beef and Dual Purpose cattle sale. This 
group of people came from nearly every 
county in Michigan, with the exception of 
the Upper Peninsula, and this is shown to 
some extent by the fact that the animals 
sold went into eighteen different counties. 
Counties making the most purchases were 
Huron, Arenac, Emmett, Gladwin and Oge- 
maw. 

The Gladwin Chamber of Commerce 
through its President, Mr. Harry F. Rogers, 
did everything possible to entertain the vis- 
iting cattle men. Two banquets were held 
ou the evening before the sale, one for the 
men and one for the women and these were 
attended by 275 people. Later in the even- 
ing both groups were entertained at the 
Community Hall and talks were given by a 
number of the visitors. Professor G. A. 
Brown, Head of the Animal Husbandry De- 
partment, Michigan State College, gave the 
main talk of the evening and encouraged 
the beef producer to continue his improve- 
ment in breeding and to give greater atten- 
tion than ever before to the marketing of 
this product. Mr. O. B. Price, of the N. Y. 
C. R. R. favored the group by showing two 
films on The Century of Progress at Chi- 
cago. The Beaverton High School band 
furnished music for the occasion. The Glad- 
win band was on hand and rendered a num- 
ber of selections on the day of the sale. 

Considerable interest. was shown by the 
people in attendance in the Live Stock 
Judging Contest which was conducted dur- 
ing the forenoon of the day of the sale. Five 
classes of stock representing each of the 
breeds offered for sale were judged and the 
winners were awarded prizes offered by 
Gladwin business men. Professor G. A. 
Brown also gave an interesting demonstra- 
tion on the selection of males and females 
and a discussion on the various breeds as a 
part of the forenoon program. _ 

The group of 45 animals consigned by 40 
different breeders from 17 counties sold for 
a lower average than a year ago. But with 
the shortage of hay and feed which is now 


eminent in the state due to the early 
drought, people did not feel like stocking up 
on additional cattle as they must sell part 
of what they now have due to a lack of win- 
ter feed supplies. The animals sold, ranged 
in age from about nine months to fifteen 
months, with the exception of two or three 
which were older. The majority were in- 
dividuals around one year old. 


This event, as in the past, received the 
cooperation of a number of organizations in 
the state. In addition to the Gladwin Cham- 
ber of Commerce, other cooperators were 
namely, the Michigan Live Stock Associa- 
tion, various breed associations, Northeast- 
ern Michigan Development Bureau, the 
Michigan K'armer, Detroit Live Stock Asso- 
ciation, the Michigan Live Stock Exchange, 
the Animal Husbandry Department and Ex- 
tension Service, Michigan State College. 
The County Agricultural Agents did consid- 
erable in giving this event publicity and en- 
couraging purchasers to attend from their 
county. Jess Huggett, County Agricultural 
Agent of Gladwin, had charge of general 
arrangements while the sales committee 
composed of the President and Secretary of 
each of the breed associations had charge 
of the consignments. As in the past, Andy 
Adams, of Litchfield, served as auctioneer. 

This event is conducted annually for the 
purpose of improving cattle production in 
Michigan, and especially in the northern 
part of the state. A number of the animals 
sold were purchased by men who mentioned 
they were purchasing their first pure bred 
sire, others stated they were purchasing 
females to start a foundation herd. The re- 
sults of the past sales are now beginning to 
show up in the herds where the purchased 
animals are being used. The offspring 
from these animals are already returning to 
their owners higher prices than were ob- 
tained before their introduction. 

The top Aberdeen-Angus of the sale, a 
yearling heifer consigned by the Woodcote 
Stock Farm, of Ionia, sold for $71.00. This 
heifer was purchased by Albert Rakowski, 
of Traverse City, who is establishing a 
foundation herd. Other purchases of Aber- 
deen-Angus and the consignors are as fol-

The baby beef sale held at this Exposi- 
tion has been the top sale of the country 
during the past three years. For that rea- 
son there was a capacity crowd on hand 
long before the starting time. The world’s 
record price was made at this show last 
year and visitors were anxious to see Col.

The reserve champion sold to the High- 
land Hotel, Springfield, at 25 cents per 
pound; the highly commended calf went to 
the Campbell Hotel, Poughkeepsie, N. Y., 
at 17 cents and the commended steer was 
bid in by J. J. Bergotti, N. Agawan, Mass., 
at $12.75 per cwt. 

A general average of $14.99 was made 
on the top 99 calves sold and is the top 
average of the year for a club sale. 

Breeders’ groups of five were also sold at 
attractive prices. The Champion load, 
shown by Homestead Farms, Stormville, 
sold to the Hartford Market, Hartford, 
Conn., at 17 cents. Other buyers of cattle 
in this section were Schaefer Stores, Pough- 
keepsie; Gristede Bros., New York City; 
Guy R. Roberts, Pine Plains; First Nation- 
al Stores, and J. L. Brown, Springfield, 
Mass. This section made an average of 
$12.36. 

Fine Aberdeen-Angus Show Out at 
Eastern States. 
Steer Champion Black. 

The “Doddie” show was one chuck full of 
quality. The top cattle were animals that 
would measure up to any the breed has 
shown anywhere this year and are cattle 
that will have to be reckoned with at later 
shows. The classification for. this show 
calls for the two and three year old bulls to 


compete together. Briarcliff Farms, Pine 
Plains, N. Y., stood at the top with Briar- 
cliff Blackmere 2nd, one of the smoothest 
bulls out this year. The second ribbon went 
to another Briarcliff bull, Barbarian 8th, 
that was the first prize Senior yearling at 
last year’s International.

anywhere to date this year, was the center 
of the afternoon’s attendance. Thirteen 
Junior yearlings found five head at the top 
that would be a credit to any show. Judge 
Kays remarked that they were five as good 
steers in one class as he had ever rated. 

Briarcliff stood one—two with a pair of 
neatly turned bullocks that were a bit closer 
to the ground than the Homestead Farms’ 
steer in third place. Fox Hill Farms of 
Maryland had the four-five winners that 
vere not carrying enough fit to be top con- 
tenders here, but were the real killing kind 
and should carry on for later shows.
